4. The Commission, when evaluating the applicant’s pending application for a 
regular TPPPS endorsee license, will consider the conduct of the applicant 
during the term of the applicant’s temporary license. 

5. Notwithstanding any other limitations on this temporary license, it is also 
subject to the discipline and penalties provided in Article 10 and Article 11 of 
the Gambling Control Act. The issuance of this temporary license is without 
prejudice to the Bureau’s prosecution of an accusation. 

6. The granting of this temporary license in no way diminishes the 
responsibilities or powers of the Bureau in enforcing the Gambling Control Act 
and other applicable laws and regulations with respect to the temporary 
license. 

7. This temporary license will only be valid as long as an application for a 
regular license is currently pending. 

8. The holder of this temporary license shall pay all applicable fees associated 
with that license as if the temporary were a regular license. 

9. If a regular license is not issued within the valid time period of the temporary 
license, the temporary licensee may submit a request for a new temporary 
license.
